Fo: he is that tych 
man, which not only had, but hath, 
and ſhall haue tuetmoze, I ſay not 
one, but many tewardes, euen to 
thende of the wozlde.

wozlde, his ſonne, eucn a chylde 
mere to haue ſuche a parent, is not

C Then this dyuclle beinge ſuche 
one, as canne neuet be vnlykehim 
ſelfe, Lo of Enuye, his welbeloued 
lemman he begatte the wozld,and 
after left it with Diſcoꝛde at nuts. 
Whiche wo:lde, after that it came 
to mans ſtate, had of many concu- 
bines, many ſonnes. He was ſo fe 
cunde a father, and had gotten ſoo 
many chyld;en of lady pʒide, dame 
glottonny, mayſtrcs auaryce, lady 
lechery, and of dame ſubtiltie: that 
nowe hard and ſcant,ye may fynde 
any co:ner, any kynd of lyte, where 
many of his chplderne be not. In

Ye are 
the lyght of the wozlde, the cholen 
people of Chaſt, a kyngely pzteſte- 
hode,an holy natton, and ſuche 0- 
ther) re (hall fynde many chyldzen 
ofthe wozlde, bycauſe in al places, 
the wo;lde getteth many chyldzen. 
Amonge the lay people, the wozlde 
celleth not, to bzynge to paſſe, that 
as they be called wozdlp, ſo they at 
wo;ldlp

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wozldely in dede, dztuen heedlonge 
by woꝛldly deſires,tn ſo — 
they maye ryght well ſeme to bane 
take as welle the maners, as the 
name of their father. In the clergy; 
the woꝛlde alſo hath lerncd a way 
to make of men ſptrituall, wozlde- 
Iynges,yea and there alſo to fozme 
wozldly children, where with greas F 
pꝛetenſe of holynes, and crafty co- Þ 
lour of religion, they vtterly deſire” 
to hyde and clooke the name of the 
wozlde, as though thep were aſha- 
med of they: father, whiche do ere- | 
crate and deteſte the wozlde (being 
neuer the leſſe they: father) in woz⸗ 
des and oute warde ſygnes, but in 
hart and wozke,they colle and kiſſe 
bym, and in all they; lyues declare 
them ſclfes to be his babes: in ſoo 
moche that in all wozloly popntes, 
they kat paſſe and ſutmount _—

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that they call ſeculats lay men, me 
of the worde. The chylde loo dily⸗ 
gently foloweth the ſtcppcs of his 
father, neuer deſtitute of the ayde 
of his grandfather. Thele be oure 
holy holy men that ſay they ar deed 
to the wozid, whan no men be moze 
lyuely in wo:ldly thinges, tha ſome 
of them be. But let them be in pꝛo⸗ 
feſſion 4 name mooſte fardeſt from 
the woꝛld moſt alienate from it,yea 
ſo farre.that they may ſeme to haue 
no occupieng no kynred, no affint- 
tie nothynge to doo with it: yet in 
they: lyfe and dedes they ſhewe the 
ſcifeno baſtardes, but right begot- 
ten chyldzen of the wozlde : as the 
whiche , the wozlde longe lythens, 
bad by his dere wife dan Hypocti⸗ 
ſie,and ſyns hath bꝛought them vp 
and multiplied them to moze than 3 
good maynye, encreaſed theym, to 

C moche, 
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moche, to moche,al be it they ſwere 
by all he ſaintes and the ſaintes to, 
p they knowe not their father, noz 
mother, neythet the wozlde noz hy⸗ 
poctiſie, as in dede they can ſemble, 


and diſſemble all thynges, whyche' 


thyng they might lerne wonderful 
well of thep: patentes. I ſpeke not 
of all rclygtous men, but of thoſe, 
that the wozlbc hath faſte knytre at 
his ay2dcll, cuen inthe myddes of 
their rcligton, that is ot many and 
mo then many. Fo: J tate, leſte in 
al ozders ot men the better, J muſt 
ſap, the greattcr parte of theym, be 
oute of oꝛdet. and chylderne of the 
wo;lde. Many of theſe might ſeme 
ingtate and vnkynd chyloren, that 
wol no bettet aknowledge, and re- 
cognyle they; patentes in wozdes 
and oute warde pzctenſle, but abre- 
nunce and caſt them of, as though 


thep 
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they hated them as doggts and ſer 
pentes. Howe be hit they, in this 
wiſe,are moſt gratefull co their pa⸗ 
rentes,bycauſe they be mooſte lyke 
them ſo ly acly repzenſentyng them 
in countenaunce, and condittons, 
that they; parentes ſeme in them to 
be ponge agepne, foz as moche as 
they euet ſay one, and thynke an oz 
ther. They ſhew them ſelfe to be as 
ſobze, as temperate, as Curtus the 
Komatne was, and liue encry day, 
as though al chey; lyfe were a ſh:o⸗ 
uynge tyme. They be like their pa⸗ 
rentes, {laye, in as moche as they 
infolowynge them ſeme and make 
men belcue, they hate them. Thus 
graundefather dyucl, father wozld, 
# mother hypoctiſie haue bzoughte 
them vp. Thus good obedient lon- 
nes, haue bozne away they; paren- 
tes comandementes. nepther theſe

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beſolitarie, howe relygious, ho we 
mockpng, how inunkyng, J wolde 
ſay, ſo euet thep be. © pe woll laye 
this to my charge , that monechus 
and Soles, (ignifyeth all one. 1 

unte this to be ſo,yet theſe be (0? 
olitatie that they be not alont, but 
accompꝑ anied with great flockes of 
fraternities. And J meruaplle, pt 
there be not a great (ozt of byſhop- 
pes and pꝛelates, that are bzethern 
crinapn bnto theſe, and as a gret 
ozte, ſo euen as ryghte bozne, and 
wozldes chylderne by as good title 
as they. 
¶ But bycauſe J can not ſpeke of 
all, whan J ſay pꝛelates, I vnder-

therby ſhewe theym ſelfes chyldzen 
of lyght « Þthynke not ſo, certains 
iy J thynk not ſo.

Then why happened this: vohy J 
pay pou : Perchaunce epther by⸗ 
cauſe, the chyldzen of the wozlde, 
were mo in noumbze, in this roure 
congregation, as it oft happeneth, 
oʒ at the leeſt of moze polycie, than 
the chyldzen of lyght in their genes 
ration, voherbp it myght very ſone 
be bzought to paſſe, that thoſe were 
moche moze ſtronger, in gendryng 
the euyll, then theſe in pzoducynge 
good. The chylocrne of light haue 


policie, but it is lyke the a 
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the ſerpent, and is totned with dou 
uyſhe lymplicitie. They ingendre 
nothing but ſimply, fatthfully,and 
plapnly, euen fo doing al that they 
doo. Ind therfoze they maye 

moꝛe factlite be combzed in thetr 
gendzinge,and be the moze tedy to 
take miuries.But Þ childze of this 
wozld, haue wozldlp policte, forelp 
crafte, lyonlyke crueltie, power to 
do hurte, moze then eyther aſpis oz 
baſiliſcus, ingendꝛyng and doing 
all thynges, fraudulently, deceyt⸗ 
fully, gylefully. whiche as Nem- 
bzothes and ſuch ſturdy x ſtout hũ⸗ 
ters, beinge full of ſymulatton and 
diſſimulation, befozethe lozde, de- 
teyue the chyldꝛen of lyght, and c6- 
bze theym eaſely. Dunters goo not 
fo:the in euety mans ſyght, but do 
theyr affaires cloſely, and with vſe 
of gyle and detceite, ware euety — 


loue darkenes, It's no , 
that they go aboute to kepe other in 
pdarknes,ſeing they be tn darkenes, 
from top to toe ouer with 
darkenes, darker than is the darke 
nes of hel. xcherfoze it is wel done, 
in all oꝛdets of men, but in eſpecial 
in tho:der of p:elates,to put a diffe- 
rence betwene childzen of light,and 
chyldzen of the wozlde, bicaule gret 
deceyte ariſeth, in takynge the one 
fo; the other. Greate impoſture co⸗ 
meth. when they that the common 
people take foz the lyght, go about 
to takethe ſonne andthe lygyt dune 
0 
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of the woꝛlde. But theſe be caſclye 
knowen, bothe by the dyucrſitte of 
myndes, and alſo their armours, 
Fo: where as the chyldzen of lyghe 
ar thus minded that they ſcke their 
aduerſarics hclthe welthe and pꝛo⸗ 
kyte, with loſle of their owne com- 
modittes, and oftetymes with tco- 
perdy of they: lyfe, The chyldzen of 
the wozlde, contratie wiſe, haue ſu⸗ 
che ſtomackes, that they wol ſoner 
ſe them deed, that doth them good, 
then ſuſteyne any loſſe of rempozal 


— thinges. The atmut of the chtldzen

of lyght, are fyꝛſt the woꝛde of god, 
whiche they euet ſette fo:the, and 
with al diligence put it abzode, that 
as moche as in them lyeth, it maye 
bzynge fozthec fruit: after this, pa- 
cience and payer, with the whiche 
in all aduerſittes the lozde comfo2- 
teth them. Other thynges 8 
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mitte to god, vnto whom they leue 


all ceuengemente, The armure of worudes 
the childzen of the wozloe, are ſome <ri6eme 


tyme fraudes and deceytes, ſomme 
tyme lyes and money : By the kyzſt, 
they make they; d:cames,thep; tra⸗ 
dittons: by the (ec6d, they ſtabliſhe 
and confirme they; dzemes, be they 
neuet ſo abſurde, neucr ſo ageynſte 
ſcripture, honeſtte, reaſon , Ind pf 
any man reſyſte theym, eupn with 
theſe weapons they pzocure to lee 
hym . Thus they boughte Chziſtis 
deathe, the very lyghte it ſelfe: and 
obſcured hym aftcrhis deth. Thus 
they bie cucry daye the chylozen of 
lyght, and obſcure them, and (hall 
ſo do, vntyl the wozld be ar an ende. 
So that it maye be cucr true, that 
Chʒiſte ſayde The chyldzen of the 
wozlde be wpler.xc. 
¶ Thele wozldlynges pull _ 
e 
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the lyuely feith, and full confidence 
that men haue in Chuſte, and ſette 
vp an other feithe an other conty⸗ 
dence of they: owne makynge : the 
chyldꝛen of lyght contrary. Theſe 
wozldelynges lctte lyttelle by ſuche 
wozkes, as god hath pꝛepated foz* 
out ſaluation, but they extolle tra 
ditions and wozkes of they: owne 
tnuentton : the chyldcrne of lyghte 
contrarie. The wozldlinges, if they 
ſpie p:ofyte, gaynes, lucre, in any 
thynge, be it neuer ſuche a tryfle,be 
it neucrſo pernicious, they pꝛcache 
it to the people it they pzcache at a- 
ny tyme: and theſe thinges they de- 
fende with toothe and nayle. They 
canne ſcarſe diſalowe the abuſes of 
theſe, all be it they be intollerable, 
leſt in diſalowynge the abuſe, they 
loſe parte of they? p:ofyt. The chil⸗ 
dren of the lyghte, contrary put all 

thynges 
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thinges in their degre, beſt higheſt, 
next, nerte, the wozite loweſt. They 
extoll thynges neceſſatie, chaſhan, 
and commanded of god. They pul 
downe wplwozkes,teyncd by men, 
and put them in they? place. The a⸗ 
buſes of al thynge, they erneſtly re- 
buke. But yet thele thynges, belo 
done on bothe parties, and ſo they 
both do gendze,that chyldren of the 
woꝛld ſhewe them ſelfe wyſer, then 
the chyldte of lyght, and that frau- 
des and deceytes lyes, and money, 
ſeeme euetmoꝛe to haue the vpper 
hande. I hold my peace, I wol not 
ſay, how fatte fcaſtes and toly bans 
kettes be toly inſtrumentes, to lette 
fo:the wozldely matticrs withall. 

Neyther the childzen of the wozlde, 
be onely wyſet than the chyldꝛen of 
lyght,but are alſo ſome of them, a- 
monge them ſelfe, moche wyler - 
D e 
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the other in theyr generation. Fo? 
all bc it, as touchynge the ende, the 
generation of them all, is one: yct 
in this ſame generation, ſomme of 
them haue moze craftily mgendzed, 
than the other of their felowes. Foz 
what a thynge was that, that ones 
eucry hundred yere, was broughte 
fo:th in Rome , of the chylderne of 
this wozld i with howmoch policy 
hit was made, ye harde at — 
ctoſſe in the begynnynge of the laſt 
plyament. Dow ſom brought fozth 
Canonbattos, ſome Erpectations, 
ſom pluralitics, + bntons, ſome tot 
quottes and diſpenſations ſomme 
pardons, and theſe of wonderkulle 
varietie, ſome ſtationaties ſomme 
Jubilatics, ſomme poculaties fo; 
dynkers, ſom manuaties fo: hand 
lers of reliques, ſome pedaties foz 
pylgtyms, ſome — 
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lets: ſome of them ingendꝛed one, 
ſome other ſuche fetures, and cucty 
one in that he was deipucred of g 
was excellent, polittke,wiſe, yea ſo 
wile, that with they; wilcdom, they 
had almooſte made all the wozlde 
fools. But yet they that begotte 
and bzought fo:th, that,our old an⸗ 
dient purgatoue pycke poutſe, that 
that was [waged and cooled with 
a franciſcans cowle, put vppon a Cece 
deed mans backe to the fourth part comerd 
of his lynnes, that that was vtter- ez 
ly to be ſpoyled and of none other, e 
but of our moſt pʒꝛudent loꝛde pope, thefow 
and of hym as ofte as hym lyſted: ; 
that ſatisfactoue that myſall.that 
ſcalarte: they, J ſay that were the 
wile fathers and genitouts of this 
putgatoue were in my mpnde, the ' 
wyleſt of all their generation: and 1 
lo farre paſſe bothe the chyldꝛen of 
D.. lighe 
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iyght,and alſo the reſt of their com⸗ 
panye, that they both are but foles, 
if ye compare them with theſe. 

¶ It was a pleaſant fiction, and 
from the beginnynge ſo p:ofitable 
to the feyners of it, that almoſte, J 
dare boldly ſaye, there hath ben no 
emperour,thathath gotte moze by 
tares and tallages, of theym that 
were alyue,then theſe,the very and 
tight begotten ſonnes of the wozld, 
— by deed mennes tributes and 


giftes, 
gte: ¶ If there be ſome in Englande, 
"s- of that wold this ſweting of the woꝛld 
to be with no leſſe polpcie kept ſtyll. 
tha it was bozne and bzought fo:th 
in Rome. who thi can accuſe Chuſt 
of lyinge No no, as it hath ben e- 
uet ttue ſo it Mall be, that the chyl⸗ 
dzen of the world be moche wypſer, 
not onely in making their e 
ut 
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but alſo in conſetuyng them. Þ wot 
not what it is but ſomewhat it is. 
J wotte, that ſome men be ſo lothe, 
to ſe the abuſe of this monſter, pur- 
gatoʒie, whiche abuſe ts moze than 
abhominable. As who ſhulde ſay, 
there is none abuſe in it o: elles as 
though there canne be none in it. 
They maye ſeeme hartily to loue 
the olde thynge that thus erneſtely 
endeuour theym to reſtaure hym 
his olde name. They wolde not 
ſet an heare by the name, but fo the 
thynge. They be not ſo tano:ante 
(noo they be ctattve but that they 
knowe, if the name come agayne, 
the thynge woll come after. Ther- 
by it ariſcthe, that ſome men make 
they: crakes, that they, maugre of 
all mens hcedes, haue founde pur- 
I IJ tan not tel. what is foũd. 

to pꝛape fo; deed folkes, this 
D. ui. 18 
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is not founde, fo; it was neuer loſt. 
Howe can that be founde, that was 
not loſte: O ſubtil fpnders, that can 
kynde thynges (and god woll) cre 
they be loſte. Foz that coulyſſhe de- 
lyuetaunce they? ſcalatie loſinges, 
they: popall ſpoliattons, and other 
ſuche they: figmentes they can not 
fynde, they can not finde. No theſe 
be ſo loſt as they them ſelfes grit,. 
that thoughe they ſeke them neuer 
ſo diligently, yet they ſhall not find 
them, ercepte perchance, they hope 
to ſe them come in again with their 
names. Ind that then money ga- 
therynge may returne agayne, and 
deceite walke about the countreye, 
and ſo ſtablyſſhe theyz kyngedome 
in all kyngedomes. But to what 
ende this ng betwene the chil⸗ 
dꝛen of the wozlde,and the children 
of lyghte, woll come, onely 1 
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wech that ones ſhall tudge theym 
bothe. 


¶ Nowe to make haaſte, and to 
come ſomewhat nyher the ende, go 
ye to good bꝛothetne, and fathers, 
koꝛ the loue of god, go ye to and ſe- 
inge we ate here ſſembled, let vs 
do ſome thynge, wherby we map be 
knowen, to be the chyldꝛen of light. 
Let vs doo ſomme what, leſte we, 
whiche hytherto haue benne tud: 
ged chyldꝛen of the wozlde, ſeme e⸗ 
uen ſtyll to be ſoo. All men calle vs 
pꝛelates than ſeing we be in coun⸗ 
ſell. let vs fo oder our ſelfes, that 
as we be pꝛelates in honour and di⸗ 
e, ſo we may be pꝛelates in ho⸗ 
ynes, bencuolence, diligence, and 
ſynceritie. Ill men knowe, that we 
be here gatherd, and with moſt fer⸗ 
uent deſpze they anheale, bzeathe,

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uocation, Fs our actes ſhall be ſoo 
they ſhall name vs, ſoo that nowe 
it lyeth in vs, whether we wolle be 
called chylderne of the wozlde , oz 
chyldren of lyght.
